o f human aid. 
Co ro ner Titswo rth v iewed the re­ 
mains, but decided that an inquest 
was no t necessary, and the bo dy was 
remo v ed to McLaughlin’s mo rgue. 
The deceased fo rmerly was in the 
emplo y o f Mr. A. Hallenbeck, o f the 
McAllister Springs ho tel, but mo re 
recently had wo rked here as a quarry- 
man fo r Lee Carpenter. 
The father o f the deceased. Michael 
McGrath, resides in Michigan, and a 
sister o f the so n here dro pped dead 
there recently. 
Last Tuesday J o seph receiv ed $11 
fro m ho me, and remarked to a friend 
that this sum wo uld keep him nntil 
he fo und emplo yment 
This afterno o n Co ro ner Titswo rth 
receiv ed a telegram fro m M. O. Mc­ 
Grath, o f Hanco ck, Mich., a bro ther 
o f the deceased, asking that the burial 
be made here, and saying that he had 
telegraphed a Catho lic priest to o f­ 
ficiate.

Names of Policy Holders in 
New York Life. 


DISCLOSURE NOW ORDERED. 


New York Supremo Court Grants Man­ 
damus— Victory fop Superin­ 
tendent Vandiver. 


J efferso n City, Mo ., Dec. 28 .—SLite 
Superintendent o f Insurance Vandiv er 
last night receiv ed the fo llo wing tele­ 
gram fro m New Yo rk: 
“ New YorK supreme co urt grants 
the man d amu s against the New Yo rk 
life fo r list o f its po licy b Mers. — 
C. H. Venner.” 
Mr. Vandiv er was greatly pleased 
by the receipt o f the telegram, which 
no tified him that he co uld secure a 
list o f the Misso uri po licy ho lders In 
the co mpany named, refused when he 
made applicatio n fo r It in New Yo rk 
while there. 
Only a day o r two ago he receiv ed 
a letter co ncerning his demands fo r 
this list, which stated that there was 
no law autho rizing the co mpany to 
furnish it no r any law which autho r­ 
ized him to demand it. 
Mr. Vandiv er said he wo uld like to 
see a few sentences fro m the brief 
filed by the co mpany’s atto rney in the 
New Yo rk co urt, a co py o f which he 
had secured fro m priv ate so urces. In 
parallel co lumns 
with 
the circular 
sent o ut by President McCall o f the 
New Yo rk life last August. 
"Here are two sentences that might 
lo o k well to gether, first fro m the Mc­ 
Call circular,” he said: 
"Hememher, that as a po licy lio lJ - 


er in the New Yo rk life yo u are o ne 
o f its o wners. The co mpany is o wned 
and co ntro lled by its po licy ho lders, 
and all pro fits o f ev ery kind belcmg tG 
the po licy ho lders, and are fo r their 
so le use and benefit.’ 
"Seco ndly, fro m Mr. McCalTs atto r* 
ney In co urt: 
” *A po licy ho lder in a mutual Insur­ 
ance co mpany is no t entitled to an In­ 
spectio n o f its bo o ks. 
The relatl<m 
between the po licy ho lder and the mu­ 
tual insurance co mpany in which he 
is Insured is purely o ne o f co ntract, 
measured by the terms o f the po licy. 
There is no trust relatio n, no r is he a 
partner. 
Befo re the maturity o f his 
po licy he is merely the ho lder o f an 
unmatured claim against the co mpany t 
after the maturity o f the po licy andL 
a J udgment o btained thereo n, he has 
the rights o f a judgment credito r,' ” 
Mr. Vandiv er is no w. v ery co nfident 
that if Mr. McCall do es no t resign the 
po licy ho lders will be able to fo rce 
him o ut o f the presidency o f the co m­ 
pany. - He added: 
"The McCurdys hav e go ne, and Mr. 
McCall will hav e to fo llo w.”

Approx imately 5,000 miles of new 
railroad have b een completed in the 
United States during the year 19 05.

awarded since that time the mileage 
completed ready for operation may 
seem comparatively small. 
But slow progress was made during 
the llrst six months of the year, and 
oftly 1,284 miles of track were report­ 
ed laid up to July 1, 
If the ratio of 
former years had applied to 19 05 the 
new track for the year would not 
have ex ceeded 4,000 miles, b ut since 
July 1 work has b een pushed with 
great vigor, with the result that we 
can now report 
for 
the year 4,9 79 
miles of new track laid in the United 
States and territories.

several hundred miles have b een grad­ 
ed and track is b eing laid on many 
lines as the year closes.

"A citizen said in answer to my in­ 
qu iry that the man had retired from 
bu siness several 
years 
before his 
death. The citizen added: ‘His fu ner­ 
al today is mu ch larger than It wou ld 
have been some years ago.' 
‘T then heard the story. 
^ "When Lincoln 
called 
for troops 
there were few men In the state of 
Maine who opposed coercion of the 
Sou th. 
This man was an exception. 
"Althou gh a New Englander from a 
colonial family 
whose 
history goes 
way back to the colonial wars, this 
man was, at the call for troops, what 
was k nown In the North as a copper­ 
head. He was an ofiicer in the militia 
at the time 
of 
Lincoln's 
election. 
Every man in his command except 
him volu nteered In answer to Lincoln's 
proclamation. 
"He not only refu sed to go ou t, bu t 
he boldly contended that it was an 
ou trage to oppose the secession of the 
Sou thern states. 
He was ostracized 
- — ^o(¡» !aIly and commercially. His bu si­ 
ness dwindled away. 
"Du ring the second year of the war 
he 
left 
the 
commu nity. 
Nobody 
seemed to care where he went. 
“Two years later he retu rned. He 
was a physical wreck . The feeling In 
the commu nity was not qu ite so bitter 
as in the beginning of the war. How­ 
ever, the man w^as not cordially re­ 
ceived. 
"He had not been back long when it 
was learned that he had been in the 
confederate army and was discharged 
on accou nt of his inability to do du ty. 
This infcrmatlc!?. '» d not tend to In­ 
crease his popu laiity. 
“He came into possession of con­ 
siderable money 
soon after his re­ 
tu rn, Meanwhile some of the shatter­ 
ed remnants of Maine companies be­ 
gan to drift home. Most of them were 
^ b rok en in health and some were pen­ 
niless. 
"This man began contribu ting to the 
relief of the needy. 
A majority of 
the beneficiaries 
did not k now the 
sou rce of their h^p. 
"After the war was over it leak ed 
ou t, little by little, that the benefac­ 
tor was the mao who had been ostra­ 
cised. To the credit of many he was 
agi^n admitted to fellowship, and his 
bu siness b ^ n to thrive. He became 
independent. 
"A few years later he was ^ected 
to office cm a repu blican tick et The 
nomination came 
to 
him u nsou ght 
U p'to that time he had never affiliat­ 
ed i^th the party that elected him. 
served his term of office, bu t 
whenever there was a towmship or 
cou nty election he 
voted the demo­ 
cratic tick et. 
This was u nderstood 
to be his right.

"Before he retired from bu siness 
he was cm one occasion visited by a 
man frcu n the Sou th who had been 
the colonel of the confederate r a i ­ 
ment of which he w^as a member.
